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Nazis First to Tell 
Their Countrymen 
That War Is Over 

LONDON, May 7 (AP) — The greatest European war in history 
ended tgday with the unconditional surrender of Germany. 

The surrender of the reich to the western allies and Russia was 
made at General Eisenhower's headquarters at Reims, France by 
Col. Gen. Gustav Jodl, chief of staff for the German army. 

This was announced officially after German broadcasts told the 
German people that Adm. Carl Doenitz had ordered capitul^ition of 
all fighting forces, and called off the U-boat war. 

Joy was tempered by realization the war against Japan remains 
to be won, with many casualties still ahead. 

The end of the European warfare^' greatest, bloodiest and costliest 
war in human history — it has claimed at least 40,000,000 casualties 
on both sides in killed, wounded and captured— came after five 
years, eight months and six days of strife that overspread the globe. 
. Hitler's arrogant armies invaded Poland September 1, 1939, begin- 
ning the agony that convulsed the world for 2,319 days,

The historic news began brealtinK with a Danish broad- 
cast that Norwfty had been surrendered uncorditionally by 
its conquerors. 

Then the new German foreign minister, Llidwig Schwerin 
von Krosigk, announced to the German people, shortly after 
2 p. m. (6 a. m. mountain war time), th.it "afli 
years Btrugglc we have succumtjcd," 

Von Krosigk announced Grand Adm. Kurl Doenitz had 
"ordered the uhcotiditionaj surrender of all fightinp.Gcrman 
troops."*' ' ■ ' 

The Vorld waited tensely. Then at 7:35 a. m., 'M-.W.T., 
came the Associated Press flash from Reims, France, tolling 
o£ the sigiiinff at Eisenhower's headquarters o£ the uncon- 
ditional surrender at 2:41 n. ni. French time (G;dl p, m. 
Sunday M.W.T.) Germany had given up to the western allies 
and to Russia.

French time 
today., (This was at 6:41 p. m., mountain war time Sunday). The 
surrender took place at a little red school house which is headquar- 
ters of General Eisenhower. 

The surrender which brought the war In Europe to a formal end 
after five years, eight months and six days of bloodshed and de- 
sti-uction was signed for Germjiny )jy Col. Gen. Gustav Jodl, the new 
chiaf of staff of the German anny. 

It was signed for the supreme allied command by Lieut. Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith, chief of staff for General Eisenhower. It was 
also signed byX3en. Ivan Susloparoff for Russia and by Gen. Fi-an- 
cois Sevez for France. 

General Eisenhower was not present at the signing, but immedi- 
ately afterward Jodl and his fellow delegate, Gen. Adm. Hans 
Friedeburg, were received by the supreme commander. 

They were asked sternly if they Understood the surrender terms 
imposed upon Germany and if they would be carried out by Germany. 

They answered yes. 

Gei-many, which began the war with a i-uthless attack on Poland 
followed by successive aggressions and bratality in internment 
camps, surrendered with an appeal to the victors for mercy toward 
the German people and armed forces. 

After signing the full surrender, Jodl said he wanted to speak and 
was given leave to do 90. 

"With this signature," he said in soft-siiol^en German, "Ihe.Ger- 
man people and armed forces are for better or worse delivered into . :

THE NATIONAL WAR FUND 
The National War Fund to which tho Amer- 
ican people arc asked annually to contribute 
millions of dollars in one of the, worthwhile 
wartime efforts that we know too llttlo about. 
■ At tho time the campaign l« conducted for 
popular subscriptions, wo are reminded that 
£uch funds go to finance the worlc of many 
war relief agencies. Some of tho contributors 
have boon a little doubtful about aeveral of 
the agencies participating In the use of this 
money. 

At a recent meeting of the board of dlroot- 
ora of the National War Fund a detailed re- 
port was made of the work being carried out" 
by Its various agencies, a resume of which has 
been forwarded to R. W. Carpenter, Twin 
Falls county chairman. 

It ie Interesting to note, tor Instance, what 
Is being done with the Queen Wllhelmlna 
Fund, one of the participating agencies about 
which, there ha,? been some question in the 
American public's mind. 

This agency now beara the name of Ameri' 
can Relief tor Holland"where one of the great- 
est wartime problems- presents Itself. 

Holland is the only allied nation compelled 
to endure Inundation as well as the terrors of 
occupation, starvation. and devastation. Right 
now It U threatened with further flooding 
before being completely liberated. Hundreds 
of civilians are reported to be dying dally. 
Utrecht and Amsterdam are In desperatt 
etralts, with the population of the latter city, 
dying so rapidly It is Impossible to take care of 
the corpses. At one place 1,500 bodies arc plied 
up awaiting burial, and deaths In the streets 
are common occurrences. To check the spread 
of famine, mUk for 800,000 children Is an ur- 
gent and Immediate need. 

One of tho most prosperous countries of 
Europe iKtore the war, post-war RbUand will 
be one of the poorest because in almost every 
section of flooded territory even the hardiest 
crops cannot be grown for two or three yearo, 
and in some areas 10 to 15 years will be re- 
qulred-before the salt-water-soaked soli will 
again become productive. 

The work of American Relief for Holland 
is being financed through contributions to 
community war funds, campaigns for which 
are conducted throughout the land, our own- 
country Included. 

Through all .the contusion and chaos re- 
Buitlng from the enforced shifting of prison 
camps in Germany, the personnel and facili- 
ties of "other agencies operating under the 
National War Fund, have carried on,- trans- 
porting prisoners, providing them wlttl food, 
and giving them every other asslstanpe pos- 
sible. 

Actually, missions of mercy are now being 
"carried out by the .22 member agencies of the 
National War Fund in !25 countries and ged- 
graphic area^, affecting the llv.es of more 
than 60,000,000 people. 

That's what is being done with the $116, 
207,675 that waa raised In the National War 
Fund drive in the fall ot 1844.
